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600 FEET WILL GO 
TO UNITED STATES 


Result of Joint Survey of Alaskan 
Boundary. Situation of Rich Cop- 
per Deposits not Determined 


Winnipeg, Man., October 29.—A 
little strip of land, 600 feet wide and 
several hundred miles in length. will 
be transferred from Canada to the 
United States in Alaska as a result of 
the work done by the joint survey 
party in that country during the last 
summer. The line of demarkation 
between the United States and Can- 
ada in the far north is the 141st meri- 
dian, which starts from the coast at 
Mount St. Elias and crosses the 
Yukon River at a point ninety miles 
below Dawson. 

The Original Survey. 

The original work of the location of 
the line was done under the direction 
of Governor Ogilvie in 1898, the sur- 
vey being made by the eulmination 
of the moon. The method used at 
the time did not admit of matthemat- 
ical precision, but the result was as- 
tonishly accurate. The divergence 
from the true line being only six hun- 
dred feet, as indicated above. 

The body of men, who carried for- 
ward the work during the past sum- 
mer in the interests of Canada, was 
divided into three groups. The helio- 
scope men led the way, and were fol- 
lowed by the clearing gang, the tri- 
angulation party completing the work, 
Similar groups of men were acting for 
the American government, but the two 
parties kept apart during the most of 
the summer, In adition to determin- 
ing and fixing the line, a topographi- 
cal survey was made by the surveyors 
of a strip of country four miles wide 
on each side of the line, the work of 
the Canadians being done by a me- 
thod of pholo-topography and that of 
the Americans by a method of plane 
tables. 

Weather Was Favorable. 

The summer was fairly favorable 
for the work of the survey, and the 
line was completed for a distance of 
125 miles south from the Yukon fiver. 
Three years will’ be required for the 
completion of the work to Mount St. 
Klias, after which work will be done 
toward the north and the line ecar- 
ried as far in that direction as it is 
possible for the men to proceed. The 
fixing of the line of the I41st meri- 
dian will determine the question of 
the control of the very rich copper 
mines on the White River. These 
deposits are situated in close proxi- 
mity to the boundary. and it 1s not 
yet clearly known whether they lie 
in the United States or in Canada. 
The party terminated its work of the 
summer at a point considerably to the 
north of the White River. Accuracy 
in the matter of fixing the line is now 
possible in the Yukon, owing to the 
completion of the telegraph line, ali 
calculations being made astronomi- 
cally by the transit of the stars. The 
mambers of the party who were en- 
guged ‘in the work during the summer 
service passed through Canada during 
the past week. Frederic Lambert, of 
Ottawa, remained here for a couple of 
days on his way east, and leaves for 
the south by the Soo line today.
